Public Opinio n Rules 
Only pri ssure of pub lic opinion in a 
majority of the Allied democracies can 
force the issue.

b old attem pt of Jan. 15 to throttle pub 
lie opinion b efore it could form, b y 
confining all news and discussion of the 
peace negotiations to a colorless, non- 
essential daily communique.
